1. (Previously Presented) A disposable absotbait article for wearmg about a low^ torso of 
a wearer and having a longitudinal axis, two laterally opposed article side edges 
extending between a laterally extending first waist end edge in a fizst waist region and a 
laterally extending second waist end edge in a second waist region, and a crotch region 
interposed dierebetwaen, ttie diqx>5able absorbent article conqprising: 

abacksheet; 

a topsheet joined to the baoksheet and having a body-facing surface; 

an absorbent core disposed intermediate the backsheet and the topsheet; 

at least one wetness sensation member including a permeable body-facing layer covering 
a portion of the absorbent core and a flow control layer disposed between the 
peimeable body-facing layer and the absozbent core in a fkoe-to-face arrangement 
with the permeable body-fadng layer and having two laterally oi^osed flow control 
layer side edges, at least a portion of each of the two flow control layer side edges 
being disposed laterally inwaidly of the article side edges; and 

a visible highlighting indicating a presence of the wetness sensation member in the 
disposable absoibait article and being visible at least when viewing the body-£iebg 
surface of the topsheet to facilitate an qsportunity for uzinaiy toilet training of the 
wearer, 

wherein urine deposited by die wearer onto the wetness sensation member can penetrate 
through the permeable body-facing layer in a s direction away from the wearer to the 
flow control layer and the flow eontrol layer retards the passage of die urine through 
the wemess sensation member in die z direction and supports die movement of the 
urine in an x-y plane such that die wearei's awareness of urinadon is enhanced. 

2, (Original) The disposable absorbent article of Claim 1 wherein the visible highlighting 
comprises at least one area of the flow control layer of the wetness sensation member 
including a gruphic visibly difFerii^g in coloration from die topsheeL 
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3. (Original) The disposable absoib^t article of Claim 1 wherein the visible highlighting 
comprises at least one area of the flow control layer of the wetness sensation member 
including a solid coloring visibly differing in coloration fiom the topsheet 

4. (Original) Hie disposable absorbent aiticte of Claim I fiir^er con^rising an extemaUy 
visible marking wherein the visible highlighting is associatively conelated wilh the 
eictenially visible muking. 

5. (Original) The disposable absorbent article of Claim 1 wherein the visible highlighting is 
associatively coirelated with the concept of urinary toilet training. 

6. (Original) Hie disposable absorbent article of Claim 1 wherein fte flow control layer is 
formed by a film or a hydrophobic nonwoven. 

7. (Original) A disposable absorbent article for wearing about a lower torso of a wearer and 
having a longitudinal axis, two laterally oj^sed article side edges extending between a 
laterally extending first waist end edge in a first waist region and a lateraUy extending 
second waist end edge in a second waist region, and a crotch region interposed 
therebetween, the disposable absorbent article comprising: 

a backsheet; 

a topsheet joined to the baclcsheet and having a body-facing surface; 

an absorbent core disposed intennediate fhe backsheet and the topsheet; 

at least one wetness sensation member integrated with the topsheet such that a portion of 
the topsheet covering a portion of the absorbent core forms a permeable body-^cing 
layer of the wetness sensation member, the wetness sCTsation member also including 
a flow control layer disposed between ihe peraoeable body-facing layer and the 
absorbent core in a face-to-face anangement with the permeable body-facing layer 
and having two laterally opposed flow control layer side edges, at least a portion of 
each of the two flow control layer side edges being disposed laterally inwardly of the 
article side edges; and 

a visible higjslighting mdicating a presence of the wetness sensation member in the 
disposable absorbent article and being visible at least vjbsn viewing the body-£acing 
surface of the topsheet to fiicilitate an opportunity for urinaxy toilet training of the 
wearer. 
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v^erein urine deposited by the weaitr onto the wctx^ sensation nocmber can penetrate 
through the permeable hody-Hacing layer in a % direction away from the wearer to the 
flow control layer and the flow contxDl layer retards the passage of the urine Uirough 
the wetness sensation member in the z direction and siqn>orts the movement of the 
urine in an x-y plane such that die wearer's awareness of urinatiaa is enhanced. 

8. (Origixial) The disposable ahsoibent article of Claim 7 compnsing a plurality of the 

wetness sensation members disposed parallel to and spaced apart from tiie longitudina] 
axis and spaced apart from one another, each of the wetness sensation members being 
integrated with the topaheet such that a respective portion of the topsheet covering a 
re^secdve portion of die absorbent core forms the permeable body-facing layer of each of 
the respective wetness sensation members. 

9« (Original) Ilxedi'^osableabsorbeatarticleofClaimS wherein the plurality of wetriess 
sensation members are separated from one another by a spacing ranging from about S mm 
to about 15 mat 

10. (Original) The disposable absorbent article of Claim 8 wherein the topsheec comprises 
two Z-folds parallel to the longitudizkal axis and the flow control layer of each of die 
respective wetness sensation members is disposed within a respective one of the two Z- 
folds. 

1 L (Original) Ihe di^osable absorbent aiticle of Claim 10 wherein die two 2>fo]d$ are 
separated by a pacing ranging from about 50 mm to about 90 mm. 

12. (Original) The disposable absoibeni article of Qaim 10 wherein tlie two Z-folds fiirtfaer 
con9)rise two elastic members disposed along the two flow control layeis.

13. (Original) A disposable absorbent article for wearing about a lower torso of a wearer and 
having a first waist region* a second waist region* and a crotch region interposed 
therebetween, die disposable absorbent article comprising: 

abacksheet; 

a topsheet joined to the backsheet; 

an absort>ent core disposed intermediate the backsheet and the topsheet; 
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at least one wetness sensation member covering a portion of the absorbent core and 
including a pcnncable body-&cing layer not formed by a portion of the topsheet and a 
flow control layer disposed between the permeable body*facing layer and the 
absoibe&t core in a &ce-tt>-faGe arrangement with the permeable body-iacing layer, 
no portion of the permeable body-facing IsEyer extending longitudinally or 
transversely beyond the flow control layer, and 

a visible highlighting indicating a presence of the wetness sensation member in the 
disposable absorbent article and being visible at least when viewing the body-facing 
sur&ce of the topsheet to faciUtate an opportunity for urinary toilet training of the 
wearer* 

wherein urine deposited by the wearer onto the wetness setisation member can penetrate 
through the pemoeable body-facing layer in a z direction away ftom die wearer to the 
flow control layer and the flow control layer retards the passage of the urine through 
the wetness sensation member in the 2 direction and supports the movement of the 
uiine in an x-y plane such that the wearer's awareness of urination is enhanced. 

14. (Original) The di^osable absoifoent article of Claim 13 comprising a plurality of die 
wetness sensation members disposed parallel to and spaced apart torn the longitudinal 
axis^ each of the respective wetness sensation members covering a respective portion of 
the absorbent core and including a permeable body*facing layer not formed by a portion 
of the topsheet and a flow control layer disposed between the permeable body-facing 
layer and the absorbent core in a jOBice-to-&ce arrangement with the permeable body- 
fiacing layer, no portion of the permeable body-facing layer extending longitudinally or 
transversely beyond the flow control layer. 

1 5. (Original) The disposable absorbent article of Claim 14 wherein the plurality of wetness 
sensation members are separated from one another by a spacing ranging fiom about S mm 
to about 15 mm. 

16. (Original) A disposable absoifoent article for wearing about a lower torso of a wearer and 
having a longitudinal axis, a first waist region, a second waist region* and a crotch region 
interposed therebetween, the disposable absorbent article comprising: 

a backsheet; 

a topsheet joined to the backsheet and having a body-facing surface; 
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an absorbent core di^osed intermediate the backsheet and the topsheet; 

ai least one wetness sensation member disposed on a portion of the body-faeing surface of 
the topsheet covering a portion of the absoibent core, the wetness sensation member 
iochiding a penneable body-facing layer and a flow control laya disposed between 
the pemteable body-facing layer and the topsheet in a face-to-lEace arrangement with 
the penneable body-&cing layer» and 

a visible highlighting indicating a presence of the wetness sensation member in the 
di^>osab(e absoibent aiticle and being visible at least when viewing the body-^ing 
sur^e of the topsheet to fEicilitate an opportunity for uiinaiy toilet training of the 
wearer, 

herein urine d^sited by the wearer onto the wetness sensation member can penetrate 
through d)e permeable body-facing layer in a z direction away from the wearer to the 
flow control layer and the flow control layer retards the passage of Oie urine ihrou^ 
the wetness sensation member in the z direction and supports the movement of the 
uhne in an x-y plane such that the wearer^ awareness of urination is oihanced. 

17. (Original) The disposable absoibent article of Claim 16 comprising a plurality of tibe 
wemess sensation members disposed paxaUel to and spaced apart from the longitudinal 
axis and spaced apan from one another, each of the respective wetness sensation 
members being disposed on a respective portion of the body-&cing surface of the 
topsheet covering a respective portion of the absorbent core. 

18. (Original) The disposable absoibent article of Claim 17 wherein the plurality of wetness 
sensation members are separated from one another by a spacing ranging from about 5 mm 
to about 15 mm. 

19. (Original) A disposable absoibent article for wearing about a lower torso of a wearer and 
having a longitudinal axis» a first waist reejon> a second waist region^ and a crotch region 
inteq>osed therebetween, the disposable absorbent article comprising: 

a backsheet; 

a topsheet joined to ±e backsheet and having a body-fiicing surface; 
an absorbent core disposed intermediate the backsheet and die topsheet; 
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at least two impenneablc barrier leg cuffs disposed on the body-facing sur&ce of the 
topsheei parallel to the longitudinal axis; 

a plumlity of wetness sensadon nxembers integrated widi the banier leg cuffs such that a 
portion of each of ttie barrier leg cufb covering a portion of die absorb^t core forms 
a flow control layer of each of the respective wetnesa sensation members^ each of the 
wetness sensation members also including a permeable body-facing layer disposed in 
a face-to-face arrangement with the flow control layer; and 

a visible highlighting indicating a presence of the wetoess sensation member in the 
disposable absortwnt article and being visible at least when viewing the body-facing 
surface of the topsheet to fecUitate an oppommity for urinary toilet training of the 
wearer, 

wherain urine deposited by the wearer onto each of the wetness sensation members can 
penetrate through the pemieable body*Cacing layer in a z direction away from the 
wearer to the flow control layer and the flow control layer retards the passage of the 
urine through the wetness sensation member in the z dxrootion and supports the 
movement of the urine in an x-y plane to enhance the wcaref s awarmess that 
urination has occurred. 

20. (Original) A disposable absorbent article for wearing about a lower torso of a wearer and 
having a longitudinal axis» a first waist region, a second waist region, and a crotch region 
interposed therebetween, the disposable absorbent article coinprising; 
abacksheet; 

a topsheet joined to the backsheet and having a body-fiu^ing surftce; 

an absorb»t core disposed intermediate die backsheet and the topsheet; 

at least two permeable barrier leg cufifs disposed <»i fiie body-facing surface of the 

topsheet parallel to the longitudinal axis; 
a plurality of wetness sensation members integrated with the barrier leg cuffs such that a 

portion of each of the barrier leg cuffe covering a pojtion of the absoibent core forms 

a permeable body-facmg lay^ of each of the respective wetness sensation members. 

each of the wetness sensation members also including a flow control layer disposed in 

a &ce-to-ftice arrangement widi the permeable layer, and 
a visible hi^ij^tfing indicating a presence of die wetness sensation member in the 

disposable absorbent article and being visible at least when viewing the body-&cing 
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$ur&ce of die topsheet to &ci]itate an opportunity for uxiDdiy toilet training of (he 
wearer, 

wherein urine deposited by the wearer onto each of the wetness sensation members can 
penetnite throu^ the penneable body-facing ki>er in a z direction away firom the 
wearer to ^ flow control ii^ and the flow contcol layer letavds the passage of the 
urine through the wetness sensation member in the « direction and supports the 
rnovement of the urine in an x-y plane to enhance the wearer's awareness that 
urination has occiured. 

21. (Previously PtesOTted) A disposable abswbcnt article for wearing about a lower torso of 
a weaier and having a longitudinal axis, a iirst waist region, a second waist region, and a 
ootch region inteiposed between ttie waist regions, the di^sable absorbent article 
comprising: 

abacksheet; 

a topsheet joined to &e backsheet and having a body-facing surfl&ce; 

an absoxbent corB disposed intennediate the backsheet and the topsheet; 

at least one wetness sensation member inoluding a flow control layer disposed between a 

permeable body-facing layer and the absorbent core; and 
a visible highlighting indicating a presence of tiie wetness sensation member in tiie 

disposable absorbent article and being visible at least when viewing the body-feeing 

surfiu:e of the topsheet to fecilitate an oppommxiy for urinary toilet training of the 

wearer, 

wherein tirine deposited by fte wearer onto die wetness sensation member can penetrate 
through the permeable body-facing layer in a z direction away from the wearer to the 
flow control layer and die flow oMitrol layer retards the passage of the urine through 
the wetness sensation member in the 2 direction. 

22. (Previously Presented) The disposable absorbent article of Claim 21 wherein d>e visible 
highlighting comprises at least one area of iho flow control layer of *e wemess sensation 
member visibly differing in coloration from the topdieet. 

23. (Previously Presented) The disposable absoibcnt aiticle of Claim 21 further comprising 
an externally visible marking wherein the visible highlighting is associatively correlated 
with the externally visible marking.
